ght Homourable, I did thinke meet and neceſſa- 

rie to ſhew vnto your good Lordſhip the right 

order of Phlebotom e, or blood-letting, and the 

rulitic and profite that may enſue thereof, and 

to open the raſureſſe and boldneſſe of ſuch as 
take vpon them for to let blood, and what danger may en- 
ſue thereby, by reaſon that they haue neither knowledge, 
learning, nor experience therein. | ſay, let blood at no 
time without great cauſe; if the Patient will be let blood, 
doe it by the counſell of the learned Phifftion . But the 
meaner ſort doth for euetie cauſe goe to the Barbor to be 
let blood without counſell, and dwers times taketh much 
hurt thereby: For there is neither age, ſtrength, complexi- 
on or diet counted atnongeſt ſuch Blood letters, but euen 
as the blinde man doth ſtart the Hare, (hit or miſſe) they 
will aduenture without counſell: for ſometime when the 
poore Patient cannot ſpare foure ounces of blood, they 
wil take £16 him x. or xij ounces: & at another time, ben 
the Patient may well ſpare xij. or xi1jj, ounces, then they 
wil take about vi. or vij. ounces, as I know ſuch blood-ſuc- 
kers (Blood letters I would fay)of mine own knowledge. 
know ſuch Blood - letters not fat frõ me, where 1 doe dwel. 
Therfore l wold aduiſe al men, to take care of themſelues, 
& not to be let blood without good aduiſe of the learned 
Phiſition. For if you doe demaund of ſuch Rleod · letters 
which neuer haue ſtudied the ſame Art, what a vaine is, 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatorie. 
ind from whence it doth proceede, and to what effect, and 
what muſcle and danger is vnder euerie vaine, (you ſpeake 
hebrew to ſuch) I dare warrant your Lordſhip, not one a- 
mongeſt Twentie of them can make a direct anſweare. 
But it they can pricke or open a vaine, and make it bleede, 
then they thinke themſelues verie cunning: let euerie one 
that loue themſelues take heed of ſuch Blood- lettets, ex- 
cept that they can anſwere to ſuch thinges as I haue ſer 
downe, For firſt it is not ynknowne to them which haue 
ſeen an Anatomie, how that there be in mans bodie, tws 
kinds of vaines, generall, and ſpeciall ; generall or cõmon 
vaines, are three which appeate in the middeſt of euetie 
mans arme, on the inner · ſide, and of them the higheſt is 
called of the learned cephalica, or the head vaine; and the 
loweſt of all three is called commonly Baſilica or Regia, 
in the right Arme by another name Epatica, or the vaine 
of the U iuer, but in the left Arme ir is called Palmatica, the 
vaine of the lungs The third common Vaine lyeth be- 
tweene the other rwo in the middeſt, and it i; named Cor- 
diaca, or the Vaine of the heart. 

The firſt Vaine that I did ſpeake of, that is to ſay, ce- 
phalica, is a vaine moſt apt to be let blood in all the higher 
parts of mans bodie, and it is opened for the head. ache 
and the eyes: This Vaine, if you touch it, and if it bleed 
not at the firſt ſtroke, you way be bold to ſtrike it once a- 
gaine, for there is no icopardic of cutting of any muſcle, 
and if you cannot finde the ſame vaine, take his braunch 
chat is about the thumbes end. 

The Vaine Epatica, emptieth from the middle part of 
all the bodie, and it is alwaies opened againſt diſeaſes of 
the ſtomack and ſpleen, but you ought therein to be dili- 

t that there be no muſcle pierced; if you cannot ſpie it 


ide arme, ſecke the braunch bepweene the little fin ger 
aut 
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and the fourth. 

The Cordiate Vaine draweth blood aſwell from bes 
neath as from aboue, for it is compounded of cephalica 
and Epatica: but in piercing of it you muſt — 


take good heede, for vnder it is a certaine muſcle, which if 
it be verie deepely cut, the Patient is in great ieopardie of 
his life. Right Honourable, theſe few lynes, I did thinke 
good to write, becauſe ſuch Blood -· letters ſhould take 
good heede, how that they doe let blood, before that they 
doe enter into ſuch action; for blood is the principall 
humour in man, the life of man conſiſteth in the blood, 
for diuers times the blood being let out of the bodie by 
the vnlearned, without any good order, or diet appointed 
after, and the Patient being full of euill humors, doth en- 
creaſe farre worſer blood than he had beforeʒ then great 
diſeaſes muſt needs follow. But if you muſt needs vſe Pble- 
botomye, take heede to theſe rules following: It muſt be 
done in a temperate time, neither too cold, neither too ex- 
treame hot weather; therefore the Spring, and the fall of 
the leafe: alſo the aſpects of the Planets, are diligently to 
be marked in blood letting. 

And finally you muſt take heede in letting of blood, that 
the Moone doth not apply to the Lord of . eight houſe, 
or death. Alſo the opening of a vaine when the Moone 
is voide of courſe, it is not good, neither to give any pur- 
gation at that time And alſo in the howers of badde Pla- 
nets, as Saturne and Mars, it is not good to let blood. 
And when one is let blood, he muſt not ſleepe in fix how- 
ers after it, leaſt the fume engendied by ſlee pe, aſcend into 
the head and hurt the braines, Alſo hee muſt take heede 
that he make not the gaſh too deep, leaſt he hurt a ſynew 
oranArtery-(tring vnder the yaine ; for hurting of a ſy- 
new, cauſeth a mortall crampe, or loſſe of a member, as 
| 33 » 
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& Arte or a finger, And the hurting of an Artery-ftring 
eauſcth bleeding incurable, Alſo the party ought nor 
immediately to cate after he is let blood: but he muſt ta- 
rie vntill the humours be in quiet, leaſt the meate afore it 
be digeſted, be drawne — with the blood, to ſuccor 
the hurt member. 

Alſo in the time of Peſtilerce when the bodice is infec- 
ted, you muſt not ha'!e reſpet to the figne, the day, houreʒ 
but whether the Moone bee there or not, or whatſocuer 
alpect bee in the Planets, let the partie let blood forth- 
with in the name of God, thereſoie take heed at the begin- 
ding. as the Prouerbe is, 

Principii obſta ſero medicina paratur, 
Cum mala per lon gas inualuere morat. 

Leaſt I ſhould be tedious, I will conclude temem- 
bring that Protegenes was reprooued, though otherwiſe,
